In  general,-  policies  which  have  been  rather 
well  covered  in  previous  digests  are  not  included  in  this  digest,  unless  some  addi- 
tional features  of  interest  and  informational  value  are  involved*  .  . 

DAIRY  AND  POULTRY  BRANCH 
WFO  2  (Butter)-  Farmers  Creamery,  Belle  Plaine,  Iowa»     This  creamer.y  requested  to 
be  excused  from  the  set-aside  provisions  of  the  order  because  it  is  unable  to  meet 
.its  local  civilian  demand.    Set-'aside  reports  on  file  indicate  its  production  to  be 
comparable  to  ihat  of  last  year  when  its  production  exceeded  12,000  lbs.  in  4  months 
It  still  has  6,757  lbs.  of  butter  to  deliver  against  its  1943  obligation.  Petition 
denied. 

Burlington  Sanitary  i>Iilk  Co.,  ^Burlington,  Iowa.    At  the  request  of  the  Mercy 
Hospital,  Burlington,  lowa,  this  creamery  has  been  given  permission  to  take  set- 
aside  credit  against  its  1943  obligation  for  135  lbs.  of  butter  delivered  to  the 
hospital  without  receipt  of  a  hospital  butter  release  certificate  to  cover  it. 

Harlan  Farmers  Mutual  Creamery  Association,  Maynard,  Iowa.     This  creamery  has 
been  excused  from  the  set-aside  provisions  of  the  order  until  its  monthly  butter 
production  again  exceeds  2,000  lbs.  in  any  calendar  month  during  the  existence  of 
the  order,  because  its  monthly  butter  production  has  declined  materially  in  recent 
months  as  a  result  of  its  change  of  manufacturing  operations:  namely,  selling  most 
of  its  fat  as  sweet  cream  f6r  fluid  cream  purposes. 

WFO  8  (Frozen  Dairy  Products)-  Borden  Ice  Cream  Co.,  Detroit,  Mich.  Denied  increase 
in  quota  for  defense  plants  that  they  apparently  can  serve  without  an  increase.
